It is alleged that Carter had been 
drinking too much liquor for a gen­ 
tleman to indulge in, and for that 
reason he was more “ pesteriferous” 
than ever. 
Hines alleges that he bad 
been tormeuting him all day and had 
even kept h i« from eating dinner. It 
was on the track in the afternoon 
that events came to a climax, when 
Ciaiter made a stinging 
remark

Hines before several other race horse 
employes.

Hines’ wounds »re of a very serious 
nature and fatality is probable.

wag carved all over, the wounds not 
being confined to any one particular 
portion of the body. 
It was learned 
at noon today that the injured man 
was improved, but that hri condition 
is still serious. 
Both will remain in 
the Union county jail for trial—-the 
charge of which has not been made 
yet— unless bond is furnished them.

stand fo r any man if he is wro ng, rich 
or poor. 
If the rich man striv es to 
use his w ealth to destro y o thers. 
I will 
cinch him if I can.” 
T he cro wd scream ed with delight, 
but Mr. Ro o sev elt wav ed fo r silence. 
“W alt,” he ro ared, “wait and see if 
y o u’ll cheer the o ther side. If the po o r 
m an is cro o ked o r co m m its v io lence, T 
will stand behind the fo rces o f o rder 
every time. 
“T hese are the articles o f my creed 
—a square deal fo r ev ery man, justice 
fo r ev ery man, rich o r po o r. 
If there 
is diso rder all refo rm m ust sto p until 
o rder is resto red.” 
The co lo nel was beating the atmos­ 
phere w ith great v igo r at this point. 
He w’as all wo rked up. 
“I shall insist 
upon ho nesty if it breaks up the best 
business o f the land.” he cried, “ and I 
shall insist upo n o rder under all con­ 
ditions. R em em ber that the public of­ 
ficial who do es no t m aintain o rder 
and 
fails to put do wn the mo b is quue as 
criminal as any co rrupt man who con­ 
ducts a great 
co rpo ratio n that be­ 
comes co rrupt.” 
T here was silence in the cro wd. 
They hung o n ev ery wo rd. 
“I stand 
for decent citizenship,” Mr. Ro o sev elt 
roared. “I am against the co rpo ratio n 
when it do es wro ng, and I am against 
the mob when it reso rts to v io lence. 
And w henev er I hav e po wer 1 will 
keep o rder o n the o ne hand 
and will 
insist upo n ju stice fro m the rich man 
and the co rpo ratio n o n 
the other. 
I 
will make the 
co rpo ratio n come to 
time just as I will m ake the mob.” 
A few’ co nserv ativ es who 
had been 
hang ing aro und o n the outskirts o f the 
crowd sm iled as they caug ht the col­ 
onel’s u tterance. 
His remark about 
breaking up m e best business in the 
land if ho nesty do es no t 
prevail, ap­ 
peared to am use them.

velt ho lds that will allow him to do 
that now.

Text of the Lesson, Matt, xxi, 1*17. 
Memory Verses, 10, 11—Golden Text, 
Matt, xxi, 9—Commentary Prepared 
by Rev. D M. Stearns. 


According to tlie harmony of the 
gospels, we have nov 
come to the 
events of the second day in the last 
week. 1’fission week. 
The anointing 
by Mary at Bethany has taken place, 
although we shall not come to it in 
i 
our studies till some time in October. 
It is thought by some that this public 
entry to J erusalem occurred on the 
Sunday preceding Easter, geuerally 
known as Palm Sunday. 
The time 
had 
come for another 
Scripture to he fulfilled which had 
been written about 500 years before: 
“ Rejoice greatly, O daughter of Zion; 
sheit, O daughter of J erusalem; be­ 
hold. thy King cometb unto thee; He 
is just and having salvation; lowly 
and riding upon an ass, and upon a 
colt the foal of au ass” (Zecb. ix, 0). 


J esus, knowing all things, sent two of 
his disciples, unnamed, into the vil­ 
lage over against them, that they 
might find the ass and the colt and 
bring them to Him. 
They went and 
found even as he had said unto them, 
and. saying what they had been told 
by J esus to say to the owners of the 
animals, they brought them to Him. 
The account of this is found more or 
less fully in each of the four gospels. 
How 
marvelous 
that 
hundreds 
of 
years before it occurred it was all 
foreseen 
and 
written 
down! 
But 
“ known unto God are all His works 
from the beginning of the world” 
(Acta xv, 18). 
That this was a colt 
whereon never man sat suggests the 
sepulcher wherein never mau before 
was laid (Luke xxiii. 53) and the 
womb from which He was the first­ 
born. 
His power over creatures is 
seen in the submission to Him of this 
untamed ass’ colt. Consider the birds 
which fed Elijah, the lions in Daniel’s 
den. the little fish which brought the 
piece of money, the dominion over all 
creatures given to Adam and the 
time of the coming kingdom when 
the wolf. the leopard and the lion shall 
be to a little child as the lamb, the kid 
and the calf (Isa. xi. G). 
The ass tied 
where two ways met is suggestive of 
the place where every sinner is found. 
The adoration of the disciples and 
the multitude as they spread their 
garments and branches from trees in 
the way and cried. “ Hosanna to the 


Son of David; blessed isTJ ir that com­ 
etb in the name of the Lord; hosanna 
in the highest,” was not a welcome 
from the officials of the nation, but 
largely the cry of the unthinking mul­ 
titude. who soon changed it to "crucify 
Him.” The time draws near when He 
shall come again, and then Israel shall 
tru.y say: "Blessed is He that cometh 
in the name of the Lord.” "Lo. this is 
our God; we have waited for Him. and 
He will save us” (Matt, xxiii, 39; Isa. 
xxv, 9). 
In Luke xix, 41-44, we read 
that when He was come near He be­ 
held the city and wept over it, as He 
foretold its doom, because they knew 
not the things which belonged to their 
peace. 
How often He has had to say 
to those whom He longed to bless, “ Ye 
would not” (Isa. xxviii, 12; xxx. 15: 
Matt, xxiii, 37; J ohn v, 40). 
Hear the 
cry of His heart in Ps. lxxxi. 10-1G: 
“ Open thy mouth wide, and I will fill 
it. 
But My people would not hearken 
to My voice, and Israel would none 
of Me. 
* 
* 
* 
oh. that My people 
had hearkened unto me and Israel 
had walked in my ways.” 
The city 
was moved aud cried, “ Who is this? ” 
It was a question oft asked by His 
enemies (Luke v, 21; vii, 49; ix, 9). 
it 
is the old question of Isa. lxiii, 1; J er. 
xxx, 21. 
It is the great question, the 
only question, never “ Who am I? ” 
but always “ Who is He? ” “ What 
can He do? ” And so He asks us: “ Be­ 
lieve ye that I am able? ” “ Whom say 
ye that I am? ”

J esus, having entered the city, went 
into the temple and for the second 
time in his ministry he cleansed it 
and said that instead of a house of 
prayer they had made it a den of 
thieves. Now. while the temple was in 
no sense typical of a church building, 
for both tabernacle and temple were 
quite unique, being each designed by 
God for a special purpose, that He 
might dwell in the midst of Israel, we 
do well to see that our church build­ 
ings dedicated to the worship of God 
are kept wholly for that purpose and 
not in any sense given up to amuse­ 
ment or entertainment. 
Both taber­ 
nacle and temple were typical of J esus 
Christ Himself (J ohn ii. 19; Hab. viii. 
2), in whom God dwelt as in no other, 
but when He is received by us we be­ 
come His temples, not our own, bought 
with a price, and it is our privilege to 
consider ourselves as wholly set apart 
for Himself, no louger conformed to 
this world, a peculiar people, zealous 
of good works (I Cor. iii, 1G. 17; Ps. 
iv, 3: Rom. xii, 1. 2: Tit. ii. 14). 
The 
chief priests aud scribes hated Him 
more and more and would have forbid­ 
den even the children to sing hosan­ 
na to Him, but He quoted from the 
Eighth Psalm, where He is spoken of 
as having dominion over all things 
and in which the children praise Him. 
The fig tree which should have borne 
fruit, as by its profession of leaves it 
indicated the probability of such, but 
was cursed by Him till the end of the 
age. was a symbol of the nation on 
which He found nothing but leaves. 
In J oel i, 7, He speaks of Israel a« 
“ Mv vine. Mv fig tree.”

Prayer Meeting Topic For the Week 
Beginning Aug. 28, 1910. 
Topic.—The progress of Christ's king ­ 
dom this year in A sia.—Matt, xiii, 31-33. 
Edited by Rev. Sherman 11. Doyle, D. D. 
The two parables of Christ before 
us are most appropriate to the subject 
of the advancement of the gospel in 
Asia in the past year. 
In these para­ 
bles the kingdom of heaven is likened 
to the smallest of seeds, the mustard 
seed, which gradually grew until it 
became a great and useful tree, lu the 
second parable the kingdom is likened 
Unto a lump of leaven, which, put into 
throe measures of meal (a little more 
than a pint), leavened the entire lump. 
This has been the history of the gospel 
in Asia from the earliest times. 
It be- 
gau in the day of small things and has 
spread abroad throughout the entire 
great continent. 
The earliest ages of Christianity were 
spent in Asia. Christ was born there, 
and from Antioch, in Syria, Ilis king­ 
dom spread to the g en tiles beyond Asia. 
Christ himself was never outside the 
continent of Asia. 
lie was born in 
Bethlehem of J udea, lived the most of 
His-life o f thirty-three years in Pales­ 
tine, a part o f Asia, an d o n ly o n ce, 
ac­ 
cording to th e reco rd, was He bey o n d 
the borders o f Palestin e. 
Th is was

one year’s wo rk in Asia is impossible. 
Thè only tilin g that can possibly be 
done is to report “ progress.” In China, 
J apan, India aud even in Korea, with 
its [» olitic i 1 troubles, and especially in 
Persia and Turkey, great progress is 
being made. Direct Christian work is 
successfully being prosecuted. 
The 
principles of Christian nations are be­ 
ing introduced. Persia has a constitu­ 
tional government as well as Turkey, 
where victory has been won by the 
Young Turks. 
China has introduced 
the English language into the public 
schools, aud the young Chinese under 
the name of “ Nationalists” are de­ 
manding a constitutional government. 
Russia, darker than Africa in many 
senses, has its duuia, which is con­ 
stantly gaining in power. 
Christian 
colleges are advancing. Revivals are 
leading to thousands of conversions. 
Medical missions are performing a 
great work everywhere. Native work­ 
ers are increasing in large numbers, 
which is of tremendous importance. 
Literature is being scattered every­ 
where and deeply studied. The day 
dawns; the darkness disappears. Soon 
the land in which the Christ Child was 
bom and the angels heralded His com­ 
ing will once more be flooded with the 
“ light of the day.” Let us give, labor 
and pray that thme results may soon 
be accomplished.

Cincinnati. Aug. 26.—The Susan B. 
Anthony club, one of the largest and 
most p rominent of the women’s clubs 
in this city , unanimously adop ted the 
following resolutions and forwarded 
them to Columbus: 
“W hereas, the taxp ay ers of Ohio are 
being robbed by k eep ing the militia in 
Columbus to p rotect the p rivate p rop ­ 
erty of a traction comp any that will 
not arbitrate with the strik ers, and 
“Wlieras, this traction comp any is 
arbitrarily holding out against the 
strik ers, who have the sy m p athy of all. 
and the p olice, and 
“W hereas, Ohio women are taxed 
but allowed no voice in p ublic , ex­ 
p enditures. be it 
“Resolved. That we, m em bers of the 
Susan B. Anthony club, do p rotest 
against the 
u s e l e s s exp ense and de­ 
mand that said traction comp any be 
required to arbitrate with the strik ers 
within three day s or lose the p rotec­ 
tion of the state, and further be it 
“Resolved. That the comp any be 
charged with the whole exp ense of the 
militia and required to reim burse the 
state for its p rotection or lose its fran­ 
chise and turn over its p rop erty to the 
municip ality to be held and op erated 
by the city of Columbus till such res­ 
titution is made to the taxp ay ers of 
the state.”

Pure Food Ex pert Who Did Good 
Serv ice In Indiana Case. 


Finding Dr. Wiley ’s Lips Sealed by De­ 
partmental Order, Attorney General 
Bingham Went Higher Up and L’*r 
Wiley Was Unmuzzled Long Enourh 
to Deliv er Some Hot Shot Against 
the Use of Benzoate of Soda. 


W ashington. Aug. 26.—The tbrc t 
of Attorney General Bingham of Ind 
ana to tak e to President Tait 
V..t 
charge of favoritism on the p art of f 
dep artm ent of agriculture toward 1>* i- 
zoate of soda and the manufacture 
using the drug as a food p reservati o 
has caused something of a sensation 
here, and the friends of p ure food are 
encouraged by the action of the dis 
trict courts in removing the gag which 
had been p iaced on Dr. Harvey W. Wi 
ley', the p ure food champ ion. 
Attor 
nev General Bingham charges that not 
only did the dep artm ent p ermit, but 
even “requested ’ the members of the 
Remsen board which decided against 
Dr. W iley ’s views, to testify in behalf 
of the Curtice Bros., of Rochester, and 
the Williams Bros, comp any of De­ 
troit, in the suit brought by them in 
the federal court to have the Indiana 
p ure food law declared unconstitution­ 
al; while it forbade Dr. Wiley to tes­ 
tify unless ordered by the District of 
Columbia courts. 
This comp elled the 
Indiana attorney general to come to 
W ashington to secure an order from 
the court and tak e the testimony here 
instead of in Indianap olis. 
He also 
claims he was at first refused certain 
original documents necessary to his 
case, the same being in the dep art­ 
m ent of agriculture and being p ublic 
records. 
Attorney General Bingham 
secured the order from Justice Bar­ 
nard and Dr. Wiley testified, and. as 
was exp ected, his testimony was ad­ 
verse to the benzoate of soda cause. 
It is the first time that Dr. Wiley has 
been p ermitteu to sp eak in p ublic in 
defense of his attitude against this 
p reservative since SecrcAary Wilson 
determined to stand by the rep ort of 
the Remsen board and the k etchup 
m anufacturers who use benzoate of 
soda 
The gag was administered to 
him and it was not removed until the 
court so ordered. 
The L i; m. 
of p ure food are elated 
that by tne order of the court I)r 
Wiley was unmuzzled long enough to 
deliver some hot shot against the ben 
zoate of soda users, and are confident 
that the Indiana courts will sustain the 
constitutionality of the law. and that 
the effort to force artificially p reserv­ 
ed foods up * n that state will fail. Food 
Commissioner Barnard of Indiana ban 
long been k nown a« an advanced ad 
vocate of p ure food, and with Attorney 
General Bingham has fought the case 
a t issue all over the country .
